E COOK is the son of a Spanish 

painter named Lopez. There is 

ground for the belief: that both 

of his parents were at one=time

New Talent. 
Badly Needed 


By SAMUEL GOLDWYN. 
S$ ‘a motion picture producer, I 
cry out into our matefialistic 
America, a plea for the creative 
imagination. Richard’s passion 
for a horse was a pallid emo- 
tion compared to my -desire for those 
who can think in the terms of a new 
art. I have looked heretofore to estab- 
lished authors because they are believed 
to be trained fn the instincts. of drama 
and story telling. But now I feel that 
the unknown author is the one I, and 
the rest of the motion picture industry, 
need. The novite, whose plot sense far 
exceeds his feeling for words, will be 
the giant of the cinema of the future. 
For the photoplay must immediately 
evolve a new form; Only this can ex- 
tricate it from the morass in which it 
is now floundering. At the moment 
it is a ‘twisted thing, a-hybrid of most 
abnormal sizc. Itito it» we have been 
‘putting all the worn-out ingredients of 
drama, of literature, of every prose 
style—and it is none of them.— It has 
been a ridiculous procedure, but it- was 
the ridiculousness of ignorance. We 
have, frankly,..done the best we. could. 
It‘is-as though we had stuffed a sonnet 
with all the driftwood of literary postur- | 
ings and then, when’ ‘its fourteen lines+Ri 
had straggled to seventeen, had found f 
ourseives.unable to classify the monster.

seur. The scientist studies from the 
point of view of the kind of mind and 
man rather than what the mind -has 
produced; the art lover limits his in- 
terest to achievements of esthetic -value. 
The museum is rich in exhibitions of 
great beauty. Every exhibition is de- 
scribed in detail by a large card easily 
read and well written. — 

Because the Spanish conquerors melted 
all the precious Peruvian metals that 
they found, Peruvian Jewelry is very 
rare. Some Pleces were found ‘in 
graves in recent excavations. Gold 
was. not worn by these primitive 
people for its intrinsic value, but for its 
color, its lustre and its facility of work- 
ing. It was worn only by people of 
importance. Like the Peruvian textiles, 
many of the designs, in spite of their 
beauty, are uncomfortably tesque, 
some very sensitive and fine in form. 
At the end of this same spacious and 
well lighted room is a Chinese honor- 
ary gateway of carved teak wood. It 
is suggestive of the Buddhist art of 
ancient India. It usually leads to a 
tomb of a deserving servant or a vir- 
tuous woman or of a faithful widow 
who has not married again, but who 
has cared for. her parents-in-law. It 
stands as a spiritual stimulus fo future 
generations. The inscription reads, 
“For merits shine like’sun and moon; 
g00d deeds vie in sextent with streams 
and mountains.’’ It is harmonious in 
construction. and skillful in workman- 
ship. The few pieces of Indian jewelry 
in the Field Museum are as beautiful as 
the exhibit in the New York Metropoli- 
tan or in South Kensington. It was not 
used only for personal ornament but had 
a mystical value and protected the 
wearer from demons, danger and ser- 
pents. . 

Very beautiful is an _ eighteenth 
century small jade screen engraved with 


,|@ picture of fir tregs, spotted deer and 


blossom-laden plum trees, that imply a 
wish for old age and good income. An 
imperial jade book relates to the can- 
onization of an Empress. One might 
mention the astounding difficulty of 
engraving on jade, which can be at- 
tacked only by means of diamond points, 
emery or ruby. In ancient times the 
Chinese Emperors followed the observ- 
ance of announcing to the great nature 
deities, Heaven and Earth, their acces- 
sion to the throne, the announcement be- 
ing made on five tablets of jade. © 

Possibly unique to any American mu- 
seum is a case of reproductions of an- 
tiquities of ancient Ireland, previous to 
the twelfth century. The originals are 
in the ,Dublin Museum. : 

In the Edward E. Ayer Hall are pro- 
ductions of the metal crafts of Greece 
and Rome from the museum in Naples. 
The surgical instruments, unfortunately 
undated, differ little in shape from 
those of today. ‘These tongue depres- 
sors and surgical needles might almost 
be put into the office of a modern 
physician. The lamps and vases and 
vessels, though not of the finest period, 
have something luxurious and’ graciots 
in their construction. A-study of these 
reproductions would give any Chicagoan 
who is familiar with them pleasure 
incomparable to the casual walk through 
the Naples: museum on his threée-days’ 
visit tq the: Italian city. . Even from 
the Egyptian exhibition here, which is 
quite small, one can gain more by know- 
ing it well than can be gained in the 
few moments Cook allows his tourists 
to spend in the Cairo museum during 
the allotted four days in that city. 

The Field Museum gives a complete 
history of the pagoda and illustrates it 
with tiny exquisitely made models. The 
origin of the pagoda is Buddhist Indian, 
and was erected to preserve. sacred 
relics of Buddha or his saints. Later it 
became a sanctuary. Beautiful also’ is 
an. exhibition of Japanese Christmas

detail the story of the play. Huanyin, 
the Madonna of the Buddhists, is the 
goddess' of compassion. ‘This religious 
drama is an apotheosis of that most 
popular deity. She was brought up as 
the daughter of a powerful monarch, 
took no interest in court life and be- 
came a nun. - The enraged king as- 
signed, her to degrading duties in the 
kitchen. The sword which was to exe- 
cute her splintered to pieces without 
harming her body. She is strangled and 
her soul wanders in infernal regions, 
her spirit converts hell into paradise. 
Yarna; the god of the inferno, aghast 
at the interference, revives her body, 
sets her afloat on_a lotus; she returns 
to earth, After her death she is glori- 
fied as goddess of mercy, divine’ grace 
and child-blessing. She is, still adored 
over China and Japan and is fre- 
quently represented with a child in her 
arms. Every physical detail is worked 
out with the utmost beauty—the masks, 
the costumes, the color, the’ painted 
background of the stage, is splendid 
with the glory of the East.. And at 
the same time one feels that controlling 
impersonal quality that keeps alli the 
magnificence, all that is grotesque 
within. esthetic limitations. 

Not only is the religious drama of the 
Chinese illustrated with such learning 
and detail—the guide book on this sub- 
ject by Berthold Laufer makes fascinat- 
ing reading—but also the puppet shows 
‘and shadow plays and the théatre of 
other nations and primitive peoples are 
exhibited. One can envy Chicago its

COMMEMCRATING WOMAN’S PARTY 





IVE hundred young women. will 
Prence part at Seneca Falls, this 

week, in the tableaux commemorat- 
ing the Notable Woman’s Rights Con- 
vention of 1848. -The celebration of the 
75th anniversary of the Woman’s Party 
will begin on the evening of July 20, 
in the exact spot where the first rally 
‘took place so many years ago. Mrs. 
Oliver H. P. Belmont, President of the 
National Woman’s Party, will open the 
three days’ conference, and Harriot 
Stanton Blatch, whose mother, Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, was one of the 
founders of the feminist cause in Amer- 
Lica, and with Lucretia Mott issued the 
eall to that first convention, will be 
one of the principal speakers at the 
1923 meeting. 

The Woman’s Party, reviving the 
original equal rights program in its en- 
tirety, has called this conference not 
only to commemorate the first foun- 
ders, but also to act upon a resolution 
to introduce ,in. Congress in December 
an amendmént to the Federal Consti- 
tution reading: ‘ Men and women shall 
have equal rights throughout the United 
States and every place subject to its 
jurisdiction."® The case for the amend- 
ment will be presented by Alice Paul, 
Vice President of the Woman’s Party. 
It was Miss Paul who introduced the 
policy of direct political action into the 
suffrage campaign. 

Other features of the session willbe 
a report by Miss Josephine Casey of 
Chicago, a former organizer for the 
American Federation of Labor, now the 
National Chairman of the industrial }- 
councils of the Woman’s Party, and a 
discussion of the work of these councils. 
The industrial councils have been re- 
cently organized, and their program in- 
cludes both legislative work and work 
of other types, such as organization of 
the working women, obtaining power for 
thém in existing trade unions, and the 
right to enter ce positions and cer- 
tain unions from which they are now 
debarréd by. various regulations. .The 
legislative work includes the effort to 
defeat legislation. which regulates the | 
conditions. under. which women may 
labor, without putting any corresponding 
limitations upon the labor of -men. 

The results of an extensive survey 
made in New York City by Miss Ade- 
laide Stedman, Chairman of the New 
York City Committee of the Woman's 
Party, will be presented in support of 
Miss Cagey's contention that’ legislation 
that regulates conditions under whith 
women. work, without imposing corre- 
sponding limitations” upon the dabor of 
men, tends to throw women out.of em- 
ployment and prevent their advancement, 
to better paid positions, where. longer. 
‘hours of work, or séme night work, best 
be an necessity.

Orchestra Almost All Foreigners. 

“The same mental attitude is shown 
in their treatment of American 
musicians. The orchestras themselves 
are made up almost entirely of for- 
eigners, depriving American ability of 
that encouragement and financial sup- 
port, It is the same with soloists; the 
foreigner has the preference. 

‘* Every European nation has its Na- 
tional opera, its National orchestra, its 
National conservatory. Not only is na- 
tive art encouraged, patronized, but it is 
sometimes subsidized by the municipal 
or National Government, and often pro- 
tects itself against foreign invasion. 

“Take France as an-instance. As 
Paulo Gruppe said in a recent letter 
endorsing our’ aim in establishing the 
American-National Orchestra: ‘In mu- 
sic the wonderful result of French ar- 
tistic endeavors is not a little due to 
nationalization.. Paris boasts many 
fine orchestral organizations and they 
are all, and rightly, I say, very nation- 
alistic.. The Pasdeloup Orchestra is 
not open/ to foreign musicians at all. 
The Lamoureux. Orchestra is also 
closed completely to foreigners. The 
Colonne Ofchestra has an old law in 
its charter allowing 10 per cent. foreign- 
ers, but they are never engaged. The 
Opéra Comique is rigidly closed to 
foreign musicians. The Opéra goes 
even so far as to exclude nationalized 
Frenchmen, and only excepts French- 
men born on French soil. All orches- 
tras other than symphonies are allowed 
a maximum: of 10 per cent. foreign 
element. 

*** Another fine organization for the 
culture of French national art is the 
little ‘Concerts Touch’ Orchestra, 
conducted by the famous ‘cellist, M. 
This little orchestra is en- 
dowed by the City of Paris. It per- 
forms-the finest works, big and small, 
trios, quartets, quintets, symphonies 
arranged for twenty ‘players, and has 
soloists with orchestral accompaniment 
and alone... This is also purely French 
and not within reach of the foreign 
artist. A marvelous inspiration _to 
French artists.’ : 

“The s it way in Paris to become 
popular is Play French music, and 
as the music publishers must join hands 
with the composers for their. common 
benefit, no foreign composers can get 
works accepted .for ‘publication except 
perhaps at their own personal. expense. 

“There is, pérhaps, no better way 
to show how young our country is 
American music than to- realize. how 
impossible it would be to apply the

“If France," continued Mr. ‘Barlow, 
““with all the momentum of its artistic 
traditions behind it, has found thatisuch 
safeguards aré needed if its national 
music is to be. nurtured, how much 
more. vital is it to the young aft of 
America that some fostering protectidn 
be given it? ;

Having practiced for gen- 
erations the wiles of bribery, debauchery

Prior to the advent of nas 
tional prohibition it was long ehgaged in'} 
open and brazen defiance of local laws; 
it how applies nationally the ldcal ways 
_it has Iéarned 80 well, seeking with ill- 
gotten dollars to prolong for a Iittle time 
a Sinister existen¢e*whose doom the law 
has surely sounded, 

There appears to be no limit to the 
.size of the bribe it is willing to offer— 
and pay. Millions of dollars piled upon 
other. millions are. strewn carelessly 
across ¢he pathway of those engaged in 
law enforcement. All or anything that 
human fancy can devise or desire its 
offered unhesitatingly. The. reverberat- 
ing chorus of corrupt dollars sounds day 
and night in the ears of all classes of 
employes of the enforcement unit, from 
the highest officials down to the hum- 
blest clerk. 

It would. be‘strange indeed if there 
were not, among the thousands of per- 
sons engaged in enforcement work. a 
few .weaklings here and there. whose 
powers of resistance have failed in the 
face of such temptation.

The conspiracy was thwarted by a 
clever agent who pretended ‘to fall in 
line with the’ brewers’ offer. «. He ne- 
gotiated with them for more than a 
month, gained ‘their. confidence, ob- 
tained prima facie evidence of their

The month’s work in building the case 
against this gang of conspirators is one 
of the most faseinating "chapters ever 
written into the history. of prohibition 
enforcement. 


Plot in New York Hotel.

‘ A few days later the agent ‘went to 
the rendezyous and was met by the man 
who had halied him, together with a few 
representatives of certain breweries. 
They went to a hotel, and-in the pri- 
vacy of the agent’s rodém began the pre- 
liminary negotiations. The bootleggers 
represented their willingness to ‘‘ do 
business ’’’. with the agent if he were 
‘all right." In the parlance of the 
bootlegger,..‘‘ all right ’’’ means crooked.

were much greater than he thought it 
would be. 

These discouragements, as intended, 
merely whetted the bootleggers’ pur- 
pose. Thty painted a rosy picture of 
the great “ profits’”’ to be made by 
éven a few weeks of ‘‘ doing business ”’ 
they swore to the utmost secrecy; they 
boasted of having the strongest of po- 
litical.‘ pulls’ and ‘‘ influences "* they 
minimized the danger of detection and 
promised sacredly to extend him every 
legal protection their millions could 
procure in the remote event of his ap- 
prehension. 

He told thém “he would think it éver— 
and reported at once to his superior, 
asking ‘for assistance. A confidential 
énforcement worker was sent. him as 
his ‘‘ partner,’’ another operative of 
proved integrity was detailed as his 


‘chauffeur, and such. other assistance as 


he desired was immediately forthcom- 
ing. 

For several days thereafter the boot- 
eggers were constant callers at the 
agent’s hotel.. His ‘‘ partner’? was in- 
troduced as -a man who was “all 
right,” and the ‘bootléggers redoubled 
their efforts at bribery. Meantime the 
agent continued ‘to ‘‘ think it over."

“During ‘}thé three 
days the bootleggers flashed $1,000 
bills—‘‘ grands ”’ ‘tn’ their“nomenclature— 
in bewildering profusion, They stayed 
at the best hotels, bought the. finest 
foods and wines, hired the most ex- 
pensive automobiles and sat in the best 
feats at the theatres. They would 
have stuffed the agent’s pockets then 
with $1,000 Bills had he permitted it. — 


fhe Bootleggers Cheer Up’. 

Whén the “ party”. ended the agent 
apparently was convinced that the boot-- 
leggers were financially able to make 
good, their offer. He no longer raised 
obstacles .in the way of the conspiracy. 
On the representation that he had been 
ealled to New York, he left the city 
to make a full report to’his superiors. 
They were enthusiastic with the-reports 
of -his progress and to assist him still 
further in the work placed him in a 
position of: added responsibility and as- 
signed ‘| him | additional confidential 
workers, 

When the bootleggers learned of the 
promotion they were hilarious. 

** We are lining up a lot/of breweries,”’ 
\ they told him. _*‘ They’re coming in 
fast;.soon we'll be ready th operf up.” 

A day or so after the agent’s return 
one of the chief conspirators called up- 
on him at the hotel. The visit was 
made in the early evening, and the 
agent and his ‘“‘ partner’’ received the 
ealler in their reom. 

He. came in, alone. with a great bun- 
dle wrapped’ in a newspaper under his 
arm, sat down and put ‘the bundle on 
a table at his right. : 

“We want to open up tomorrow,’”’ he 
announced.

In less than: twenty-four. hours: after 
the bribe had been offered and ap- 
parently. accepted, word -had_ been 
spread throughout local bootlegging 
circles that the new prohibition agent 
was ‘‘all right’? and.a man with whom 
*“busingss”"’ could be. done safely... The 
tip was circulated. openly throughout 
the city that the ‘‘lid’’’ would be lifted 
in a few days, and orders to the brew- 
erles for prewar beer poured in by the 
hundreds and thousands of dollars. 

Also the attitude of the bootleggers 
temdering the bribe changed abruptly. 
They no longer were servile and flat- 
tering. - They no longer sought, ~ by 
subtle ‘Dblandishment, to court the 
agent’s favor. Whete but the day 
before. they had ‘begged, they now 
gavé orders, commissioning the agent 
brusquely: to, perform this, that or the 
other“impossible assignment. to further 
their unlawful project. 

The offices of the enforcement unit! 
hummed-with new and sinister activity. 
Bootleggers flocked there by the dozen. 
They waited for. hours in the te- 
rooms. ‘They formed in line to offer 
bribes, to whisper wild and fanciful

A Critical Mom 


Fora time the agent succeeded ‘in 
putting off the demands of the crooked 
employe, but these \waxed so insistent 
after a day or so that the agent be- 
came fearful lest the whole case would 
be spoiled. Accordingly, he pretended 
compliance with the employe’s demands 
and. handed him $3,500 in marked bills. 

When the. employe had ageepted this 
money he was immediately arrested. 
The money was recovered and the em- 
ploye hustled away from the scene. -He 
was. dismissed at once from the force 
and kept away from thet’ city until the 
culmination of the conspiracy and the 
apprehension: of the conspirators were 
accomplished, 

And still, while the bootleggers fumed 
} and fretted, the agent would not give 
the word to “‘open up.”

“The tradition of the club was in “tull 
and Ludlow’ ‘Street Jail 
was ‘not only the most: expensive per 
head "in the whole land, but had .prob- 
ably the highest avérage of education 
among its inmates. Of 234 in one pe-( 
riod of tabulation, 55. weré-college bred. 
But they didn’t atay long. ~ There were 
wives who said, ‘et him out?’ Why, 
l’d-keep that man in jail all the rest of 
his life if I had my way.” They didn't 
have their way. Analysis of 110 alimony 
cases showed 38 of the- men. stayed no 
longer than a day apiece, and 14 stayed 
two to three months, while only .one 
spent a full year in the jail, ‘and he 
was 4m mostly for contempt. 


Flashes ot _hhe old Style. 


L Though the club has ‘fallen off in: dis- 
tinction, there have beén flashes of the 
old. style. Only last April Arman ‘Kaliz 
got back’ from Chicago, where he had 
been with ‘“‘ The-Passing Show.”

If she followed the example 
of No. 1, Tearle would be, in line for 
honorary life .membership the Ali- 
mony Club. Nor was that all; there 
was Mrs. Tearle No. 3. Suppose she, 
too—— And, besides, Tearle had*-his 
fourth wife to support. 


The average salary of movie stars was 
nothing ‘at’all ‘when Ludlow Street Jail 
was built. There is a suggestion of old 
amplitude in the lines of the building 
and placidity, too, even if it was built 
in © 1861-62, when the Civil War was 
making excitement. 


The building stands at Ludlow Street 
and Essex Market Place; across thé 
alley is Public School 137, three stories 
high and its top level with the Jail 
roof. Half‘a block away, Grand Street: 
makes a rattle that fades into an over- 
tone when the hand-organ men play be- 
neath the jail windows. The school is 
squaré and solid; from Ludlow Street 
to Hgsex Street it runs; But the fail 
looks hollow from the rear; there is a 
chilaren’s play court behind it, and the 
high walls around the jail yard are 
sloped and jagged, the jron fails atop 
them making a crazy pattern in the sky.

knoweth not—a quaint and delightful old 
affair with a ¢rank to turn when you 
waht to ring ‘the bell in the Sheriff's 
office down in the Hall of Records. 

Another door, and you peer up a wind- 
ing staircase, the celebrated stairway. of 
the Alimony Club, You climb to the cells. 
Three tiers of them above, -with ‘table, 
shelf and cot in each, and. often @ 
clothesline.: In the dining room you.see 
the table where many a tourney ‘has 
been played; the dining table, which, 
when cleared, reveals two chécker- 
boards painted so they can’t eome off. 
Dominos,- at times; no cards; otca- 
sionally a set of chessmmen, brought in 
by @ prisoner, but it’s seldom the chess 
dévotee has been able to do‘more than 
play solitaire. Checkers is: thé game 
here. Out in the’yard, where a little tree 
persists, there have been tournanients, 
too, ‘of handball, and while some 
prisoners flip: pennies, there have been 
others aplenty who devoted themselves 
to following the stock market. 


In its heyday the Alimony Club had 
its traditions; a greeting to the new- 
comer, commrfSeration if his term were 
sh A doyen sat at the head of the 
table, the resident of longest standing. 
There was an etiquette of the hour for 
reading newspapers. and the constitu- 
tional in the ‘coirtyard had its ameni- 
ties.

HE airplane as a weapon of de- 
“* tense is of vital importance to 
“the peace of the world. It is a

_eharacter that I do not think we 
ean ever consent to a limitation below 
the force necessary to our security from 
oversea'attack. As our possible enemies 
‘can assail us only from the sea, the 
number of planes we require will not 
depend upon the number these’ enemies 
may have for attack upon or defense 
‘against. neighboring*, countries within 
striking distance, but will.depend solely 
upon the number they could bring to 
bear-upon us from an attacking fleet— 
tthe number that can be brought upon 
airplane carriers accompanying the fleet, 
and a plane or two on-each auxiliary 
and other vessels. This number must 
necéssarily be small in comparison to the 
nuniber that can be maintained and 
operated from land.

1. Numerous experiments have shown 
that air pilots can readily be trained to 
drop bombs with surprising accuracy 
upon targets of the size of modern ships, 
including the danger space, around them. 

2. Actual bombing experiments against 
the Gérman dreadnought’ Ostfriesland 
and other vessels showed that even 
relatively small bombs, such as were 
then in use, can sink or put out of ac- 
tion any modern vessels, even if ‘the 
bombs strike the water. within a certain 
distance and act as depth charges. 

3. The Ostfriesland was sunk ‘by 2,000- 
pound bombs which did not hit her, but 
which landed, as was intended, in the 
water alongside of her, sank to # cer- 
tain depth, exploded and, by their depth-} 
charge effect, blew in the thin plating 
below her armor, in the same manner 
that the depth charges acted against the 
hulls of German submarines during the 
great war. .

ITHIN two days of one an- 
other, two tales of seafarers’ 
daring . have come clicking 
over the cables, bringing a 
moment’s tang of adventure 
to newspaper readers in the subway.

“We Chinese have an abiding ‘convic- 
tion, and this is based upon history, that 
the opiriion of the people ultimatély will 
Win out. The Chinese rulers, evén dur- 
ig the days of autocratic government in 
China, Weré taught to respect the wishes 
of the pedple. It is stated in the classics 
that ‘ Héaven looks at the administra- 
tiédn of government through the eyes of 
thé people, afid that Héaven héars the 
voice of the Government through the 
edfs of the people.’ 

“ Even the Emperors, who weré sup- 
posed to be supreme in authority, found 
that they had to respect the wishes or 
the people. The doctrine has been so 
thoroughly \ ingrained in the minds of 
the rulers that no matter how strong 
their position they do not dare ‘overlook 
for long the will of the people, Take. 
for example, Yuan Shih-kai, Hé wanted 
to .become Emperor. Why did he not 
make himself Bmperor at once? There 
Was no military leader in’ China who 
dared oppose him. 

** But he realized that he could hot do 
this without at least_a show of approvai 
from the people. So he sent agents to 


evéry province to mantifacture the wishes

FTER one has traveled: with Prés- 
ident Harding from Washington 
to the Pacific Coast and made in- 
quiry as to public sentiment in 
the many places visited by the 

President, the impression stands out that 
the people are not interested in politics 
im the sense in which the word Is 
commonly understood. The people are 
interested in their own immediate af- 
fairs. Political appeal does not). stir 
them. - \ 


An equally vivid impression is ‘that 


* political organizations have been “ shot 


to pieces.’’ Party solidarity has disin- 
tegrated to an exteht that was surpris- 
ing even to observers with the Pres- 
ident’s party who had been aware that 
@ great change was taking place within 
political organizations and in ‘the politi- 
cal affiliations of the voters. . New men 
are coming to the front politically; and 
there is a tendency among a consider- 
able proportion of them to throw party 


- principles and party discipline to the 


winds and go it on their own, with only 
@ thin thread of.common purpose bind- 
“tng them to a party organization. 

Great masses ef the people are sick 
of politicians and their-ways.. They pre- 
fer to elect to public office those who 
fhave not been actively con¢erned in the 
management of political party affairs. 
This is where the new man scores, This 
ig one reason for the strong sentiment 
which exists for Henry Ford in con- 
mection with the Presidential contest of 
1924.- In farming communities he is es- 
pecially a favorite. Many like him be- 
cause he has had no intimate concern 
with politics. They also like him on the 
theory that because he has been an out- 
standing success as a> business man he 
will be able to run the Government with 
the efficiency that has characterized his 
manufacture of automobiles; But down 
at the bottom of the Ford sentiment ts 
@ growing tendency of dissatisfied hu- 
manity to vote against instead’ of for 
something. Fundamental party prin- 
ciples cut no figure in the minds of 
many. > 

In President Harding’s transcontinen- 
tal tour on his way to Alaska he passed 
through a political atmosphere of that 
character. Better, 
@ non-political‘ atmosphere. It is ac- 
countable to some extent for the man- 
ner in which the people have restrained 
their enthusiasm when the President ap- 
peared among them. An anti-Harding 
partisan might insist that this restraint 
was caused either by indifference or 
dislike of the President. There would 
be more merit in this contention it 
evidence were not at.hand to indicate 
that just now the electorate was not 
inclined to become enthusiastic over 
anybody or anything connected with 
national politics. 

From the outset of his tour President 
Harding insisted that his journey was 
non-political... He took occasion in some 
apeeches to say that he was keeping par- 
tisanship. out of his utterances, . His 
gensitiveness in this connection had 


~ pbeen demonstrated on several occasions, 


even before he left Washington. More 
than once he threatened to abandon the 
plan to visit Alaska if the newspapers 
did not cease attributing a, political mo- 
tive to him in arranging the tour. 


It.is impossible, of course, for a Pres- 
ident of the United States to go: forth 
among the -people without causing his 
utterances to be subjected to eritical 
appraisement. In citing the achieve- 
ments of his Adminfstration he natur- 
ally furnishes the groundwork. for the 
contention that he is seeking to make 
political capital for himself and _ his 
party. But from the beginning of his 
speechmaking journey Président Hard- 
“ing told his auditors that his crossing

“to enable him to reach Alaska in order 


that he might see at first hand what 
were the detriments to the development 


‘ef the vast natural résources of\ that 


“great area. In advancing this defense 
_egainst the flings of those disposed’ to

So with Mr. Harding ‘apparently as- 
sured of renomination, he is able to as- 
sume the positive leadership ‘which his 
speeches on his trans-continental tour 
have indicated. He is to be the most 
important figure in the Republican cam- 
paign, an importance accentuated by the 
fact that he will hold the powerful of- 


on, He will select the manager of the 
campaign. The makers of the party 
platform necessarily must consult. his 
wishes, As party leader, as President, 
‘and as prospective candidate in 1924, he 
has committed himself and his party to 
a considerable number of the principles 
and policies which will be eniayet in 
the platform.. 

In his address at Denver on June 25 he 
virtually’. committed the Republican 
Party to the prohibition cause. Although 
this address merely was a declaration in 
favor of law enforcement and noticé of 
intention. to carry out the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Volste.d act and 


‘did not seriously touch the merit of the 


prohibition question, he asserted his be- 
lief that the amendment never would be 
repealed. He practically threw in his lot 
with the “ diyg”..and paved the way 
for a. platform ,announcement of the 
same kind. In the Republican platform 
of 1920, on which Mr. Harding was 
elected, there was a declaration in favor 
of law and order but no’ specific mention 
of the Hquor question. In the platform 
of that year the Democrats, after a 
spirited battle between the “‘ wet’ and 
“dry” forces in the Committee on 
Resolutions and in the Convention itself, 
decided to ignore the mepttor in the 
platform, 

Before a large audience in Convention 
Hall in Kansas City,. Mr. Harding came 
out for the regional grouping of rail- 
roads. Under this plan railroads would 
be'.grouped, the big ones and the little 
ones, in certain territory, and each 
group operated under a common man- 
agement. The President’s Kansas city 
audience was enthusiastic for Harding, 
the President and the man. But it was 
cold to his declaration of intention to 
recommend to Congress that the regional 
grouping plan be enacted into law. 

Kansas City is an important railroad 
centre. “It gets’ the advantage which 
comes from-the fact that it is a prin- 
cipal point of railroad transshipment, 
and the’ additional fact that freight 
rates are based on Missouri River points. 
Its business men and people generally 
believe that under the regional grouping 
plan Kansas City would become a mere 
way station, and Chicago get the bulk 
of: the transportation, business which 
Kansas City now controls. 


His Stand on Strike Act, 


Incident to this announcement of policy 
President Harding indicated other im- 
portant inclinations which will give the 
cue to the platform makers in the next 
Republican National Convention. He ad- 
mitted that as a Senator he had voted 
for the anti-strike provision of the Esch- 
Cummins Transportation act—the law 
laying down. the conditions under which 
the railroads would be returned to pri- 
vate ownership after their period of war- 
time . Government control—but main- 
tained that this provision was not-what 
its name implied in that it-called merely 
for arbitration proceedings whenever a 
strike was threatened. With that pref- 
ace the President declared that*he was 
opposed to compelling men to work 


‘against their will. 


For the Labor, Board he said a good 
word, but indicated clearly that he 
would prefer to have it abolished rather 
than to continue under its present statu- 
tory limitations, which bar it, from com- 
pelling obedience to its rulings. A Labor 
Board “ with teeth in it’’ is the Presi- 
dential doctrine; that is, a body which 
would have the authority to make a 
railroad company or a. railroad broth- 
erhood accept the orders of the board in 
any matter of differences betwéen the 
company and its employes, wage scale 
included, ~* 

To the farmers Mr. Harding gave an 
account of what had been done in their 
behalf by the Republican Congress dur- 
ing his Administration. He went far 
afield when, conceding that the new 
farm: aid laws might justly be called 
class legislation, he justified those laws 
as giving the farmer only what he de- 
served. His. address in regard to Fed- 
eral assistance to the agricultural in- 
terests was delivered at Hutchinson, 
Kan., the centre of a great wheat belt. 
It was intended for farmers. throughout 
the country ,and it was apparent on its 
face that it “would furnish copy for the 
platform makers. ~ 

One of the most pa utterances 
of the President related to means for 
combating the high cost of living. He 
made known that he contemplated ask- 
ing Congressiona} sanction for a scheme 
that’ would virtually create. a national 
consumers’ league under the supervision 
of the Federal] Government. He con- 
fessed that the idea ‘was still In an em- 
bryo~state,.and he would have to give 
it-much study before the details could 
be worked out. He suggested, however, 
that a consumers’ league might be or- 
ganized along the:lines of savings banks, 
or building and loan associations. Fig,

crease. In his view, devetopment in- 
creases efficiency in taking care of nat- 
ural resources, and new methods born 
of experience in that development will 
help rather than hinder conservation. 
In the same. speech the President de- 
clared for a liberal governmental as- 
sistance ih the irrigation and reclama- 
tion of arid lands, modified by condi- 
tions pertaining to the state of the pub- 
lic finances. . 

In advancing these views President 
Harding touched a tender spot of that 
comparatively small but extremely ac- 
tive body of conservationists which con- 
tends that natural resources ‘must be 
held against the nation’s rainy day. He 
was careful to make clear that he would 
throw safeguards around the develop- 
ment of natural resources that would 
prevent them from being exploited by 
corporations paninst the interests of the 
people. 

West Doesn’t. Want World Court. 


In his journey. West the President 
learned some things. which do not ac- 
cord with the misgivings of his former 
party associates in the Senate. It has 
been apparent that the interest of the 
country in the World Court, certainly the 
country west of the Mississippi, is nega- 
tive. Little is known of the President's 





proposal, for the reason that.it lacks 
the substance to attract interest and 
study among; the mass of his fellow- 
citizens. It is too abstract for them to 
visualize as a living’ thing. It is too 
nebulous, as they see it, to make them 
believe that it has any part in their 
lives. They are concerned with the 
matter of their own material welfare, 
and cannot bring the World Court before 
their eyes as something which will help 
solve any problems that congern them 
intimately. 

But it is the Senate and not the peo- 
ple with. which the President has to 
deal. He is committed to. his World 
Court policy, and pridé} if nothing else, 
compels him to further the adoption of 
that ‘policy to the best of his ability. 
So, in practically all of the speeches he 
delivered for a week and. more prior to 
his departure from Tacoma for Alaska 
he made an extemporaneous appeal to 
his audiences to use their influence to 
have the Senate carry out the Presi- 
dent’s desire. 

When he started- out on his journey, 
the President’ apparently had in mind 
that he would’ not indulge in any 
crusade in behalf of his World Court 
proposal. It was said to be his inten- 
tion to confine his remarks on the sub- 
ject to his, St, Louis address and per- 


thaps ore or two others. There was a 








short reiteration of the St. Louis plea 
for American participation in the Court 
in one other of the addresses he pre- 
pared_before he reft Washington. Half 
way through his overland tour, however, 
Mr. Harding began the practice of inter- 
polating extemporaneously in his 
speeches an earnest appeal for popular 
support of his approval. 

The reaction to his appeal was in- 
teresting. When he declared that the 
United States must use its influente in 
furthering the cause of world peace, he 
found a\ready response. But when he 
began discussing the ‘World Court pro- 
posal’ per se, his audiences generally, 
with the pdssible exception of some in 
Utah, appeared to lose interest and were 
scanty. in their applause. They were en- 
tirely in accord with the abstract prin- 


‘ciple he sponsored but felt »no. concern 


in a, practical method/ proposed, . 

r, Harding received_a friendly greet- 
fh neeevghide on his trip across the 
continent. The further west he went,. 
the ‘friendlier. it. became. From the re- 
spectful but undemonstrative greeting 
of St. Louis to tle hearty reception of 
Portland was a far cry. Construed as a 
politician might construe it, the -progres- 
sive enthusiasm of, the crowds ,would ap- 
pear to carry out the theory that Mr. 


Harding’s standing with the people, both. 


as a politician and as a man, increased 





with the distance from the Mississippi, 
bound west. 

That he made political capital for him- 
self'on his tour was the con¢lusion of 
some of those who- have knowledge of 
political’ sentinient in various, parts of 
the country. His prepared addresses 
were not received with any marked de- 
gree of enthusiasm, it is true, a circum- 
stance that may be explained by the fact 
that he made no oratorical effort in 
reading them and seldom appegied to his 
audiences with that intensive manner of 
the spélibinder in a way to give them 
incentive and opportunity to respond. 
This impression was furthéred by the 
more spirited responsiveness of his 
hearers when ‘he spoke extemporaneous- 
ly. It was noticeable that lstless audi- 
ences were aroused to a display of in- 
terest whenéver he put aside his manu- 
script and talked without its detrimental 
influence. It was apparent that in close 
personal contact with people the Presi- 
dent scored. 

But taken all in all, the political 
effects of the President’s trip across the 
continent must be. considered in the 
light .of what was said in the begin- 
ning—that the people just now are not 
interested in politics and are indifferent 
to the purely political aspects of public 
questions or to» any politival appeal 
whatever. : 





ACTING HEAD OF TREASURY AT 30, HAD RAPID RISE 





HEN young men rise quickly 
to positions of exceptional 
importance in the service of 
the Federal Government their 
careers attract, the keen in- 

terest of the people they serve. The 
record made'by S.°Parker Gilbert, Under 
Secretary of the. Treasury, who, during 


' Secretary ‘Mellon’s twa months’ vaca- 


tion trip abroad, is Acting Secretary In 
charge of all fiscal operations of the 
United States Government, is a@ case 
in point. 


In news dispatches which carried the 
information recently that Mr. Gilbert 
would retire from the Treasury Depart- 
ment early In the Fall.to become:'a mem- 
ber of the law firnf of Cravath, Hen- 
derson & de Gersdorff, to succeed 
Russell C. Leffingwell, who was taken 
into the firm of J. P. Morgan & ‘Co. as a 
partner on July 1, Mr. Gilbert’s age 
was given as 31 years. .As a matter of 
fact, he is only 30. He wre born: on 
Oct. 13, 1892. 


The story of Mr. Gilbert’s career as a 
public official dates back to the Sum- 
mer of 1918. At that time he had been 
in the law offices of Cravath & Hender- 
son—now Cravath, Henderson & de Gers- 
dorff—for about three years. Mr. Lef- 
ingwell, who was 4 member of the same 
firm, had been called to Washington in 
1917 by William Gibbs McAdoo, then 
Secretary of the Treasury, as. special 
counsel in connection with the Liberty 
Loan flotattons. | 

In the Fall of 1917 Congress created the 
post of Assistant Seéretary of the Treas- 
ury in charge of fiscal affairs, and Mr. 
Leffingwell was appointed to that of- 
fice by. President Wilson at the request 


of Secretary McAdoo. He became direct-’ 


ing head of the Liberty Loam work, and 
soon thereafter asked Mr. Gilbert to 
join the war loan staff: Mr. 
went to Washington in July, ‘1918. 
There> was a@ vast amount of highly. 
specialized work to be done in the 
Treasury Department in those days in 
connéction with the ‘flotation .of the 
Liberty loans, and in handling the ar- 
rangements for ¢fe loans made to -the 
allied nations; Demonstrations .of ef- 
ficiency counted more than, the _ polities 
of the worker.

Mr. Gilbert consented, and a few 
weekstlater Secretary Mellon advocated 
Congressional action which would ‘cre- 
ate a new post, that of Under Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. The post was to 
carry a salary ~of $10,000 a year—the 
office of Assistant Secretary pays but 
$5,000—and to vest the incumbent with 
added authority. 


In July, 1921, ‘Congress established 





the office of Under Secretary of the 
Treasury, and Mr. Gilbert was imme- 
diately selected. Therefore. he first 
came into the position he now holds— 
one step removed from a Cabinet post 
~when he was but 28 years of age. 
Mr. Gilbert is ‘a tall, slender young 
man, with an engaging personality, He 
goes about his work quietly, with a de- 
termination. and thoroughness - which 
early won the confidence of Mr. Mellon 
ard caused. the Secretary to place 
weight upon his suggestions and deci- 
sions. It is said that the relations be- 
tween Secretary Mellon and Mr. Gilbert 
have not been disturbed by a single in- 
stance of antagonism. 
_ Since Mr. Leffingwell left the Treas- 
ury to be succeeded by Mr. Gilbert as

When the post of Under Secretary 
was created, Secretary Mellon, in a cir- 
cular ligting assignments of bureaus and 
L offices ‘of the Treasury Department, 
added the statement® ‘ The Under Sec- 
retary is authorized to act, for and by 
direction of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in any branch of the Treasury De- 
partment.’’ He also specified that ‘‘ in 
the absenee of the Secretary, the- Under 
Secretary will act as Secretary of the 
Treasury.”’’ A list of the bureaus and 
offices assigned directly to \the Under 
Secretary at that time, Aug. 9, 1921, 
gives an idea of some of the responsi- 
bilities involved. 

Among them were the office of the 
Commissioner of Public Debt, which in- 
cludes: the Division of Loans and Cur- 
rency, Register of the Treasury, Divi- 
sion of PubHe Debt, Accounts and 
Audit, and Savings Division; the office 
of Commissioner of Accounts and De- 
posits, including the Division ‘of Book- 
keeping and Warrants and the Division 
of Deposits; the Treasurer of the United 
States; the Controller of Currency; the 
Bureau of the Budget; the Mint Bureau; 
the Federal Farm: Loan Bureau; the 
Secret Service Division and. the Govern- 
ment Actuary’ This schedule remained 
in effect until July 1, 1923, when’ an- 
other circular was issued by the Secré- 
tary relieving the Under Secretary. from 
some of the routine work involved by 
the earlier assignments, and creating 
the office.of Assistant: Secretary in 
Charge of Fiscal Offices to take over 
these duties.

N Europe the movement ‘to organize 

intellectual workers along trade 

union lines is gaining notable head- 

way. Authors, journalists, artists, 

actors, musicians, doctors, lawyers, 
engineers, civil servants and other so- 
called intellectual workers are banding 
themselves together as aggressive eco-, 
nomic units, In. Great Britain, to a 
marked degree, and increasingly on-the 
Continent, professional . organizations” 
tend to adopt union principles and 
methods and to work as a body for the 
protection of professional rights, the 
redress of grievances and the improve- 
ment’ of the economic conditions of their 
members. 

Some of these ‘organizations approve 
of strikes, and among ‘teachers and 
public functionaries strikes are frequent. 
The various national confederations, on 
the other hand, aim rather at increas- 
ing the solidarity of intellectual work- 
ers of all classes.and enhancing public 
respect for intellectual work. as. such, 
In one way or another a largé body 
of wage earners, long ignored by the 
trade union movement and still widely 
looked upon as allied with capital and 


jnot with labor, is coming within the 


scope of the world labor movement and 
organizing on class lines. A conserva- 
tive estimate of the number of persons 
enrolled in the class organizations of 
fintellectuals in Europe is approximately 
two million, 

When, a few years ago, the Britisn 
Labor Party cautiously invited intellee- 
thal workers to-join its ranks, many 
questions at once arose. Could such 
workers be organized in the accustomed 
union fashion, or, for that matter, in 
any other way that would make or- 
ganization effective? Granted that they 
were entitled to be classed economically, 
in most cases, as wage earners rather 
than as’ capitalists or employers, and 
that.such things as inemployment or the 
cost of living were quite as acute for 
them as for bricklayers, carpenters or 
factory operatives, was it possible to 
apply union principles, even in a modi- 
fied form, to men and women who work 
primarily with their heads rather than 
‘with their hands? 


The professional organizations of doc- 
tors and lawyers, while lacking the form 
and legal status of trade unions, never- 
theless presented many points of similar- 
ity to unions of manual workers in the 
exclusive professional recognition of duly 
authorized members, the high degree of 
professional solidarity and the control of 
professiona}-practice. Somewhat similar 
forms of organization were also to be. 
found among chartered accountants ard 
engineers, and a number of old-fash- 
Toned societies whose principal concern’ 
had long been the proper ‘« hall-mark- 
ing’ of their members were displaying 
unwonted energy in asserting their pro- 
fessional claims.” 

Teachers and Writers Unionized. “ 

The obvious tendency, however, was 
in the direction of trade unionism. O 
national organizations of British jour- 
nalists; the Institute of Journalists and 
the National Union of Journalists, had 
been ‘for years in existence, and had 
worked hard and successfully to im- 
prove the working conditions of. their 
thousands of members, secure proper 
salaries, protect their members,in their 
professional and legal rights, and raise 
the ethical tone of the profession. The 
second of these organizations is a trade 
union affiliated with the Trade Union 
Congress, and the first, although some- 
what more lax in discipline and admit-, 
ting to its membership“managing edi- 


the National. Union of Journalists ex- 
cludes, is nevertheless officially recog- 
nized as a union under the trade union 
laws. Between them.they embrace in 
their membership the majority of jour-. 
nalists of all grades in the United King- 
dom. 

Still beeps classes of British _intellect- 
ual workers have adopted the union or- 
ganization. The National Federation of 
Law Clerks, open in general to all mem-, 
bers of law-firms who have not yet be-.

The cane harvester is built somewhat 
upon tke lines of a dinosaur. It is 
about the size of a modéren grain har- 
vester, although narrower for its height. 
It is Griven \by a gasoline engine and 
guided by a_ single operator, and is 
mounted on ‘broad tractors so that it can 
pass with equal dexterity over rough or 
marshy ground at undiminished speed.. 
At the forward end is a narrow .nose- 
like prow which moves slowly but stead- 
ily ‘through the thickest: growth. ~’'The 
stalks of sugar cane are cut by two cir- 
cular knives placed close’ to the ground. 
As the stalks are severed they are gath- 
ered in by a series of mechanical fin- 
géts and carried to’ the stripping ma- 
chinery further astern.

The fundamental charaécteristics of the 
modern military airplané are that it ‘can 
discharge a ‘‘ projectile’’ of practically 
irresistible power—a bomb or a torpedo— 
and can do so from a position in which 
it ig practically immune from attack, 
except by other airplanes.

““'Phere-are more than a-thousand ex- 
press and steamship company ®g=nts in 
the State,’’ declared Senafor Cotillo be- 
fore sailing. ‘‘ The amount of money 
sent abroad by immigrants-to relatives 
in need, and sent to immigrants here for 
safe keeping, investment and help by 
their families in Europe, comes to a 
yearly, total which has been estimated at 
all the way. from $12,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000. A large part of this is handled by 
virtually irresponsible agencies. 

“Besides express and steamship com- 
pany agents there are unscrupulous em- 
ployment: agencies, shyster iawyers, 
quack doctors and others who meet the 
immigrants before they have a chance 
to learn of the safeguards which .exist 
for protecting them from such men. 

‘‘ Thus far lobbyists have succeeded in 
preventing, passage of some of the 
fundameéhtal legislation aimed to pre- 
vent such exploiting. But in the Fall 
my committee will be in: possession of 
sufficient ¢vidence to insure action. 
Public opinion will compel the next 
Legislature to enact adequate laws.

OFFERED IN 600 YEARS 





AW—Not War’ will be the peg on 
which the National’ Council for 
Prevention ‘of War will hang its 

Commemorative meetings on the wock- 
end preceding, the anniversary vf the 
Youtbreak of the groat war, July 28-20 
| Thirty-five national organizations are 
Joining in the council’s plan to * ee on 
the job and end war.” 

, From all parts of the world come re- 
ports of what is being done to make 
impossible a repetition of the days of 
1914-1918. The work of the council is 
résulting, it is announced, in a growing 
number of peace advocates and sympa- 
thizers, and the ‘‘Law—Not War” 
meetings this month are. designed to 
change the general sentiment for peace 
among millians of American citizens into 
actfon—‘‘ to .converge the peace» senti- 
ment of the country upon the Govern- 
ment.” Frederick J. Libby, Executive 
Secretary of the Council, in announcing 
the forthcoming meetings, said: 

‘« Whether civilization is destroyed by 
war or whether the world is redeémed 
for men by peace depends upon Amer- 
ica. If we cannot devise a way to build 
up the machinery for peace we shall 
have war; and the horrors of the last 
war give no. idea of the horrors of the 
next. desire for peace’is over- 
whelmigg throughout the ‘world, but 
there must be action for peace and that 
action must be. Government action. 
Every voter, man-and. woman, must help 
hold. the attention of: our Government, 
and thrgugh it of other governments, 
“upon thig problem until it is selved and 
} the wort freed from the tyranny of 
war.’ 


In eighteen foreign nations the anni- 
versary will be made, the occasion for a 
demand for *‘ No More War.” In Eng- 
larid, Where the meetings are being or- 
ganized by a committee representing 
the Church, schools, labor, artists, 
writers afd all political parties, the ob- 
ject is té secure “immediate steps for 
universal disarmament by international 
agreement.”

In fact, Japan’s eight national 
societies have recently been federated 
in a national council similar to the one
